EDITOR JOCBMAL: AH the money ques- 


tion seems ta bo th» all absorbing topic fit 
the preient tim», ia Cocxr^s and oat, na 
the old adage "ia a multitu ie ol connoil 
there ia wiiJoa, " ia oonondrd to have some 
merit, u would be a Rood idaa (or the /Arm- 
era, Inwvi ra, laborers, doctors, ministers, 
ID (act everybody that has anything to do 
•with money to give their views on the sub- 
ject, from which, after considering all the 
different phases ol the qaeution, Congress 
might be uble to evolve a system oE bank- 
ing and money whioh would do justice to 
the whole p-ople; debtor is well as the 
creditor. 
In my opinion the Goveron?ent 


whioh it) empowered by the Constitution to 
issue money should do the bulk of the 
banning bnsiaest of the country. 
And as 


a basis of circulation I would suggest that 
the Government buy all the gold and sil- 


bullion offrred at the fixed ratio of 


whioh existed before silver was de- 


monetized, aui.l bullion to be paid fur in 
treasury UDIOI (but are a full lentil tender 
for all debu without restriction 
In ad- 


dition to this and the gold and silver coin 
in circulation, I would eugg»»t tint the 
Government loan money to the people in 
the following manner: L>'t the Govsrn- 
ment i»aue treasury notes bastd upon 
bunds given in exchange by nil the coun- 
ties in the Uuited States. These treas- 
ury notes to be in 
excess 
of 
those 


issued for bu'lion, and t > bi> loaned tr/ the 
counties ut u late of internet not to exceed 
one per cent per nimutn, in the following 
manner: Fur example we will tiho Wusboo 
county— In place of having a county nchool 
tax to run the schoo s it would sell its 
bonds to the Government each year for 
Treasury notes, enough to run ths schools 
of the county, day it token $25,000, or $18 
per oenaun child of school age, and loan 
this amount yearly until such time as the 
circulating mc-duim of the county amounted 
to at leant $100 per capita, this system, 
with perbapx a few modifications, would 
diffuse the 
money throughout 
all 
the 


domain, and would be, in my mind, a safer 
and more equ>il bn«e of ciicn'atton that. 
loaning on r«al estate or crops, and would 


_ have Ihe desired i ffoct of increasing the 


circulation and reducing taxation. 
Tho-e 


oonuty Bonool bonds would be perpetual 
and a sourcn of revenue to the Govern- 
ment, nnd if they were issued to the coun- 
ties until they amounted to $100 per capita 
the tax then to the Government wouMouly 
amount to $1 per cap' la per annum, which 
would scarcely be felt when wo consider 
the volume in circulation. Money is differ- 


_*nt from other property, and its minsien ia 


intended to be a med'nm of exchange, and 
not to be used to oppress the people.
